“to Run a Plant Twenty-four Hours:a}|

that three shifts of eight hours result 
in- larger production.than. can: be. ob- 
tained by two shifts of twelve hours, 
and that the workmen, who benefit by 
longér hours for recreation; aré re- 
luctant to return to thé two-shift day, 
even. when their earnings would be 
greater. Forty industries> in this 
country are continuous in operation, 
running day and night. For its facts 
and figures the magazine is iridebted. 
to the Federated American Engineer- 
ing Societies, which -have made a-re- 
port on the twelve-hour shift in indus- 
try after a-painstaking investigation. 
In a foreword President HARDING says: 
‘This clear and convincing report of. 


. the engineers. must prove exceedingly 


helpful in showing that this much-to- 
be-desired result (the abolition of the” 
twelve-hour working day) can. be 
achieved without: either economic or 
financial disturbance to the progress 
of American industry. 

The industries investigated: ‘were, 
besides iron and steel, Gommercial 
chemicals, dyes, glue, drugs, oil, “ce- 
ment, paper manufacture, flour, rub- 
ber, automobiles, textiles and public 
utilities. _That,the trend of the steel 
industry asa whole is to abolish the 
twelve-hour day the decline in the 
percentage of men on that basis shows 
conclusively.

The fight by Government experts
